peeeey Our Kings fwear, on their Inaugu- 
EGAS ration, to do Juftice to their Peo- 
ple. This is one of the principal 
Articles in Magna Charta; nulli differemus, nulli ven- 
démus, nulli negabimus Fuftitiam. ‘To the due Execu- 
tion of Juftice is owing the Security of the Subjeét, and 
the Honour of the Prince. We pay him our Allegiance 
for his Proteétion. For this Reafon is He invefted with 
Authority and Power; for this Reafon is He fupported 
in Wealth and Dignity ; for this Reafon is He beloved 
and honoured. Therefore Princes ought certainly to be 
very cautious into what Hands they delegate any Part 
of their Power, left an unjuft Ufe thould be made of it; 
and fince They cannot be fuppofed to fee with their own 
Eyes, and to hear with their own Bars, but are obliged 
to intruft fome Perfons as their Depnties, the Chara- 
Gers of thofe Deputies ought to be thoroughly known 
and fifted. They ought not only to have no Guilt, but 
no Sufpicion of Guilt of any kind upon them. They 
ought likewife to have Capacity equal to their Integrity, 
that the Publick may not fuffer by any Weaknefs or’ 
Omiffion, any more than by any Intemperance or Guilt. 
Mr. Hobbs therefore fays very rightly in his Book intitled, 
Imperium, pracipit Lex Nature fummis Imperantibus, 
ut Juftitiam non modo ipfi exerceant, fed etiam ut Fudi- 
oa fe pofitos idem facere penis cogants boc eft, guerelis 
Civium aurem prabeant, &§ delegent, quoties opus ef, Ju 
dices extra Ordinem, qui de Ordinariis cogmofcant. 

I was thrown into this Way of thinking by the 
Converf{ tion I had this Morning with an honeft old 
Creslian, who made me a Vifit. He complained to me 
very warmly of the many Hardfhips our Colonies in - 
merita have long labour’d under, beth as to Trade and 
Government. He fhew’d me a Lilt of /ome Gentlemen, 
who had formerly been fent to prefide inowr Plantations, 
with their feveral Charaéters annexed. I obferved a- 
mong them feveral, who were Men of Honour, Worth, 
and Integrity, and who were in every Point equal to 
the great Charge, with which They were intrufted. I 
obferved with Concern there were others, who, if Fz 
fice bea requifite in the Art of Government, as I think 
and believe it is, could not have the leait Pretence to be 
made Governors. They did not only want common’ Ju- 
ftice, but common Senfe ; and were known to be of fo 





frure thereis the Fold; Go, feed, and be fat ?- Few of 
thefe gaunt and hungry Vicegerents fet out with a Pur- 
pofe to learn the Language, or to confult the Intereft of 
the Plantations they are fent to govern. They have an 
Intereft, which more nearly concerns them. They are 
to repair a trtter’'d Fortune ; to redeem their mortga- 
ged Farms in England; and to refit that Eftate by Ra 
pine, which they have almoft confumed by Luxury and 
foolith .Party Rage. 

What Ideas can the poor /aborious Planters form -of ‘a 
juft and a great Monarch from fach Repréfentatives as thefe? 
—Good and wife Governors will not only take Careof the 
due Execution of the Laws, and have a ftrié&t Regard to E- 
quity, but they will endeavour, by their Examples and 
Deportments, to allure the Subje&ts not only to the Ad- 
miration and Imitation of Virtue, but to give them juft 
and ‘honourable Notions of the Prince, whofe Delegates 
they are; infte:d of which thefe hopeful Deputy Kings in- 
cite the meaner Sort of the People, extreamly apt to copy 
the Examples of their Superiors, to all Manner of Ra- 
pine and Injuffice; while the more reafonable and fub- 
itantial Part of the Colony, looking upon thefe tempo- 
rary Governours only as fomany Ceurt Spunges, fent 
by fome faveurite Minifter to fack up the Treafure of 
the Land, and to devour the Fruit of their honeft La- 
bours, inftead of Obedience and Affection, pay them no- 
thing but Hatred and Contempt. They deteft and def- 
pife them; and, in Return, their Vice-Roys harrafs and 
plunder them. Thus the Governors and the governed 
live in a cordial and mutual Abhorrence of each other. 

Soe People have been apprehenfive that if this 
Pradtice of fending Men of no Fortunes, or Principles, 
to fuperintend our Provinces had been continued, as it 
was in fome paf Reigns, it might have proved of dan- 
gerous Confequence, and the People might have been 
provoked to have fhaken off their Allegiance to Great 
Britain ; but others conclude, with more Reafon, that 
our Celonies can never revolt, let their Ufage be what 
it will; fince their Subftance, their Families and their 
Children are fo many Hoftages for their Faith. If this 
be fo, it is unjuft, umgenerous and inhuman not to take 
particular Care that thefe People, who fo well deferve 
Proteétion, be not injured, or infulted under that {pecious 
Name; and. as I have already hinted, I think what- 
ever Miniffer fhould recommend a Perfon to his Prince, 
who was not to all Appearance duly qualified for this 
great Truft, ought tobe anfwerable for his Mifconduét. 

It was an excellent Saying of that glorious Prince 
Excward V1. when He caufed Thorge, Chief Juftice of 
the Kinxy’s Pench, to be hang’d for taking a Bribe ; 
that He bing intrufled as the King’s Deputy to admini- 
fer Fuftice in that Court, He bad, as much as in Him 
lay, broken that folemn Oath, which bis Maje/ty made 





‘immoral a Behaviour in private Life, that one would 
think they were fent abroad only that they might not 
difturb the Peace of the Community at Home, snd 
‘therefore merited rather to be tranfported as Criminals. 
to purge off the Guilt of their Conduét at homie, than 
as the Reprefentatives of Royal Authority. 

I my felf remember two or three very eminent Per. 
fonages, who were formerly fent to King it abroad. One 
was an excellent Buffoon, and could play a Tune upon 
his Chin, or dance an Hornpipe with great Humour 
and Agility. Anotber had diftinguith'd Himfelf to great 
Advantage in the Profeffion of Pimping; and a Third 
undertook to betray the Intereft of a People, who had 
truited the Management of their Affairs in his Hands. 

There were likewife, amongft them, Gentlemen of 
another Caft. Here you might difcover a Perfon, who 
once perhaps made fome Figure in his Country ; 
‘who after Saving wafted. the Bulk of his Eftate, in 
‘purchafing of Mayors; in making A/dermen; in bribing, 
feafting and roaring at all publick Eieéiions in his County ; 
“im cab:Hing and fupporting the Power and Paflions of a 
Jirft, Miniter with all his Intereft without Doors, and 
with every Vote within Doors s finds himfelf at laft very 
much diforder’d in his Finances; the promifed Place, 
which was to be fuch as might not vacate his Seat in 
Parliament; (for He was told that his Attendance there 
was abfolutely neceffary) is not yet found; the Penfos 
is not paid ; his Creditors prefs, and at laft He accepts, 
with Reludtance, a Proconfulip. Thus is this unhappy 
Man, vielent in his Paffions, and neceilitous. in his Cyr- 
cumftances, fent with a Commiflion to govern Mankind. 
He, who never had any Government over himfelf, or 
the le.ft Oeconomy in private Life, is deputed. to pre- 
fide over the Properties of a whole People, and to exe- 


cute the Laws of civil Government. . 


to his People at bis Coronation. 

France wath always been particularly careful of the Go- 
vernment of her Colomies; judging very politically and 
knewing well that the Nature of Man is prone to Avarice, 
the Parent of Injuftice, and to Luxury, the Devourer of 
Wealth ; both Principles, equally inconfiftent with the 
Weifare of civilGovernment. Maxime autem adducuntur 
plerique, ut. eos Fuffitia capiat oblivio, cum in Imperi- 
orum, Honorum, Gloriave Eupiditatem inciderint ; Man- 
hind, fays Cicero, are apt to forget the Love of Fuftice, 
under the Temptations of Power, Honcurs and Glory. The 
French therefore never fend any Perfons abroad to go- 
vern their Colsmics but uncer the ftrifteft Regulations. 
Their Salaries, as you formerly obferv'd, are paid by the 
King, who never advances ‘any ignorant, wortble/i, or 
neceffitous Perfons to thofe Employments, They are 
likewife proh bited, under fevere Penalties, from accept- 
ing Donatives, of any Kind, from the Peop/e ; and there- 
fore it is reafonable to fuppofe that They are not guwar- 
ter’d upon, nor pay any Penfions to the Mini/ters at or 
The Wifdom of thefe Regulations difcovers itfelf in the 
Effeéts of Them ; and the Conduct of their Governors is 
jadg’d from thofe Effects. if They rule well, it will be 
feen on the Face of the Country ; it will appear in the 
flourifhing Condition of their Manufaétures and Com- 
merce ; as well as in the general Happinefs and Eafe of 
the People, over whom they prefide. If no Complaints 
of private, or publick Injuftice are exhibited againft Them ; 
if They do not grow exorbitantly rich in a fhort Time, 
without any vifible Methods ; if They have gain’d the 
Affe@tions of the People ; if They have ftrengthen’d their 
Colonies by wife prudent Meafures ; if They have 
| prefery’d a particular Regard to the Execution of Juftice ; 
if They have encourag’d Morality and Religion ; in a 
Word, if They have aéted, during their Adminiftration, 


Now, whatever Mixifer recommends a Comimifion ‘to | like wife and honeft Men, They are recall’d to Court and 


-be given by-his Priace to a Perfonof this Charaéter; and 
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rew by, the King with Penfions, Places, or Honours 
but rwife They are laid sfide with Ignominy, or 
panifhed with Severity, actording to their Demerits. 

It may be faid, perhaps, that in Bng/and We have been 
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fometimes. obliged to fend Perfons abroad, whofe Ch- 
racters: would not bear too rigid an Examination, becaufe 
Gentlemen of diftinguifh’d Birth, eminent Abilities, and 
large Eftates are not over-fond of thefe Employments. 
They do not care to‘feek out a new World ; to live at 
fuch.a Diftance from their native Country, their Families, 
and Fortunes; or to breathe in an Air unwholfome, per- 
haps, and difagreeable to Them. But this Objeftion is 
fallacious, being founded on a Suppofition that We are 
arguing for Perfons of the firff Rank tobe put into 
thefe Employments ; whereas many Reafons might be 
brought to prove that Nob/emen, whofe Birth and Cha- 
raters have accuftom’d Them to a /plendid Way of liv- 
ing, are far from being the moft proper Perfons to pre- 
fide over Colonies, which were firft eftablithed and can be 
fupported only by a Spirit of Induffry.: I {peak This 
without any Defign of reflecting on the Conduét, or Me- 
mories of thofe noble Perfons, who have been formerly 
placed in fuch Stations ; but I hope it will be no Offence 
to give my Opinion that there are other Men, whole 
Education and Manner of Life are better fitted for fuch 
Pofis ; and tho’ the Purity of thefe Rotes hath been not a 
little fully’d by fome, who have worn -Them, yet Men 
of or wou'd foon retrieve the Dignity of the Cha- 
rater, and be proud of Employments in Themfelves both 
illuftrious and honourabl:; for no where can a Man. of 
real Worth appear with more Glory; im no Station cam 
a good Heart have more Opportunities of calling forth 
and exercifing every focial Virtue. 

I fhall conclude with only'mentioning one Misfortune 
more, which attends our Cc/onies, when bad Governors 
are fent to prey upon Them 5 that is, they are commonly 
attended with their Sate//ites, a Sort of little Fevourites, 
or Infiruments of Government, who are generally as igno- 
rant, as vicious and as poor as Themfelves If f were 
to give you a Lift of fome of thefe Wretches, in former 
Times, with an Account of their Charadlers at home, 
you would conclude that They were fent- over for 2 
Punifhment to the People, inftead of a Proteftion, as 
They were really a Burleque upon the Adminiftration of 
Juttice and Government. But I forbear at prejent,

From my own Chaméers. 

Ince the foregoing Letter went to the Prefs, I hap- 

pen’d to meet with the Lomdon Journal of Saturday 
lait, in Anfwer to our late Effly on the Deftruétion of the 
Atbenian Commonwealth. Mr. Ostorne, who feems to te 
in a great Paffion, charges us with corrupting ancient Hi- 
ftory and traducing the Memory of Peric/es, in order to 
abufe a great Man living. He therefore thinks Hinfeif 
obliged to vindicate the firmer, in Juftice to the /efter 5 
which He does upon the Authority of P/utarch, to 
whom He refers us. I thall not pretend to difpute the 
Judgment and Veracity of fo great a Writer, nor quote 
any others againft Him, as I could feveral toth antient 
and modern ; for if my Correfpondent had no other De- 
fign, as Mr. Oxsdorme afferts, than to wound dis great Man 
through the Sides of Pericles, I think a little Deviation 
from Hiftory not very material to the Argument; and it 
would certainly be more for Mr. Oséorne’s Purpofe to 
have juftify’d the Zeing than the dead Hero. But I am 
far from being convioe’d that my Correjjondent hath 
corrupted antient Hiflory, er injur'd the Memory of 
Pericles; nay Ithiok Him juftifiuble in every material 
Point, which He hath laid to his Charge even accord- 
ing to P/utarch Himfelf; though it ought to be remem- 
ber'’d thag all Biog:aphers are apt to be a little partial in 
Favour of the Perfons, whofe Lives they write ; particu- 
larly Plutarch, who feems every where defirous to palliate 
the Vices, or Frzilties of his Heroes, and expatiates 
with Pleafure upon their Virtues and Abilities. Corfider- 
ing Him therefore in this Light, let us take a fhort Re- 
view of the Charadler of Peric/es. 

Joes it not appear from the Story recorded by P/y- 
tarch, that He was a very impudent, infolent Feilow, and 
that He owed his Triumphs over his Adverfaries more to 
his Power than to fuperiour Eloquence, or Argument ? 
As this Paflage is not quoted by my Corre/pondent, nor 
Mr. Osderne, 1 will cite it at large, Thucydides being ask'd 
by the King of Sparta whether He or Peri:/es were the 
better Wreitler, He made this Anfwer; that when He 
bad fairly thrown Him, Pericles always deny'd that He 
bad received any Fall, and infifted upon it fo flurdily, 
that He perfuaded the People into a Belief of what He 
Said, in Oppofition to the Evidence of their Senjes.—— 
Now, what is the Meaning of This, but that when Pe- 
ricles was refolved to carry bis Point, the corrupt Affemb/y 
were obliged to fhut their Eyes againft Demoniiration, 
and vote through thick and thin, as their Leader di- 
reéted Them ? 






























Ts it not true, according’to P/atarch, that He deftroyed 
the dreopagus, the faupreme Court of Judicature in Athens? 
——Did He not reduce the Archons, or chief Magifrates, 
to meer Cyphers, and ufurp all the Power of the State in- 
to his own Hands? —Is not This confefs'd and juftify’d 
by Mr. Oshorne Himfelf ?— Did mot Pericis begin the 
mifchievous Praétice of fecret Service Money ; or, at leatt, 
carry it farther than any of his Predeceffors ? — Did He 
not lay his Hands on the facred Treafure at Delos, and 
fquander it.away in Bribes and Penfiens among the 
People ? —— Did He not, by thefe Means, introduce 
and en_ourage a Soirit of Luxury, Corruption and Effemi- 
nacy ? ——-~ Did He not conftantly make it his Endea- 
vour, as his Coufin Alcibiades adViled him, to defeat all 
Enquiries into bis Accounts, according to antient Cuftom ; 
and, when the Ciamour grew very loud for an Examina- 
tion, did He w-t divert it by precipitating his Country 
into a War with Spurta, alter the hid fuffer'd inhaite 
Indignities and was quite exhavited , and did not that 
War end in the Deftruétion of Athens ? 

If a'l This is true, (and I think the Proof of it may 
be dedaced from Plutarch Himfels) did not Pericles fub- 
vert the Conftitution of his Country, and occafion the 
Rain of that Commonwealth ? 

Thus muchas to Pericles Himfelf; and if Mr. Osborne's 

at Man hath imitated Him in moft of his Meafures; the 
Pirallel is juft; if not, why does the grave Mr. Osdorne 

ut Himéfelf into fuch an indecent Paffion about it ? 
Hi confeffes that there is fome Similitude between the 
tes Charafers ; but T believe nobody would have guefs'd 
thit his Patrom had fate for the Pifture of Pericles, as 
ble. Os/orme bath drawn it, unlefs He had told us fo Him- 
felf ; for He fays that it was bis unbyafs’d Integrity, bis 
Freed.m from all Buibery and Corruption. and bis being 
above all Coxfideration’ of Money. which made Pericles 
fa powerfil. His Moderation ia Power (the higheft 
Power, that ever Man reached in a free State) was unpa- 
reil.'a. His generous Spirit aad high Sentiments placed 
Him above all Refentment. Nit a Poet or Wit was ever 
pinifbed for abufing Him; and He efivem'd That to be 
the chief of all bis PerfeAions and the left of all bis 
Dralities, that having obtuined almifi an abfolute and 
u .con*roulable Power, He bad never gratify'd bis Paffion 
ta another Man’, Prejudice 5 mor erur treated the bitteref 
of bis Enemies as if irreconcileable, Lat /eft xoom that 
He micht became a Friend, Now if This is a true 
Chir. er of Pericles. it muft be confefs'd that my Carre 
Jo ndent rath not only injur’d his Memory, but been 
very urhappy in the Choice of tis Parallel, if He had 
fich a Defiga 5 for no Man farely will pretend to fy that 
aay Part of this Character fuits Mr. O.dirne’s great Man, 
uolefs it be his almoft abilate and uxcontroulavle Power.

N.S. The Accounts we have 
received here, for thefe 10 or 12 Days psft, of che Lofs 
and Damage fultained in feveral Parts of Franconia, but 
chieffy near the Tav4er and the Main, by Floods and Inun- 
disions, furpafs a! Imagination. At Wertheim, 25 Hou- 
fes were torre down and wafhed quite away; ong Side of 
the Great Ho’pital, Luilt of Stone in the ftrongeft Man- 
ner, wasc riied away by the Force of the Water, together 
with the Church at Scbzoibach in Anfpach, Part of the 
ftrong, thick Town Walls, and the whole Tower where 
the Ga. powder was kept, were forced to give Way tothe 
Torrent- In fome Piaces, the Water role quite to the 
Roofs of the H -ufes, and drown7d Min and Beaft; Hon- 
fhold-Goods and Furniture of all Sorts, Corn, Wine, 
Beer, and other Provifions, Houfes, Barns, Walls, Mills, 
Stone Bridzes. &c. weve borne down, mixed all together, 
aid beat to Pie-es. Miny Fields and Meadows were half 
covered wich the dead Bodies of Men and Beats ; others 
with the Fragments of Houfes, Furniture, Planks, the 
Wheels of Miils, fc. Abundance of dead Bodies were 
found clingirg to the Boughs of Trees, fome even in 
Buthrs, and o-he s hanging to the Wheels of Water- Mills 
Ships and other Veficls, Ship- Mills, Floats of Timber, 
&c. \ying upon the Rivers, were carried quite away. In 
a Word, the Mifery and Defolation are fo great, that it is 
inpoflisle to defiribe them ; and Men have found, upon 
this melaneholy Occ fion, that the Effects of the Watry 
Elemect, when it has once got-the Maftcry, are rather 
more to ve dreaded, than even thofe of Fire itfelf.

charge with Sodomy.—One Anthony Ivory, a Chairman, 
who pleaded guilty to an Indiétment for affaulting and 
ftriking a Gentleman belonging to the Secretaries Office 
with one of the Poles of his Chair, was fined 101. and 
committed to the Gatehoufe till he psy the fame. 

Monday the thirteen Malefaétors mentioned in our for- 
mer were executed at Tyburn ; Bumpus was carry’d in 
a mourning Coach, Shelton the Apothecary ina Hackney 
Coach, and the other eleven in fourCarts : Griflich, who 
was exeeuted for. the Murder of Waller in the Pillory, 
made a Speech to the Populace at his firft going into the 
Cart, and declared his Innocence of the Faét laid to his 
Charge. The Surgeons had the Bodies of Fleming and 
Johnfon, to anatomize. 

On Sunday a Reprieve went to Newgate for Jofeph 

Powis, who was order’d for Exeeution on Monday with 
th: other 13 Malefaétors: He was condemn'd -for Bur- 
giary, in breaking open the. Black Raven Alehoule in Fet. 
ter Lane, and is reprieved for a Week. = - 
. On Saturday laft, about nine in the Morning, the King, 
Qieen, Prince and Duke, the Princefs Royal and Princefs 
Caroline, went from Kenfington.to the new Park near 
Richmond to hunt ; (the Princefs Amelia having ftrain’d 
her Ancte did not go) where they roufed a Staggard, be- 
ing, a young male Deer of Four Years old, which ran for 
about two Hours, when the King and Queen in a Chaife, 
the Prince of Wales, the Duke, and the Princefs Royal on 
Horieback, and the Princefs Caroline in another Chaife, 
came in atthe Death. Jt rained inceffantly ali the Time, 
and Sir Robert Walpole again a€ied as Mafer of the Buck- 
Hounds. The King, Queen, Duke, and the Princeffes re- 
turned to Kenfington, and the Prince of Wales went to 
Kew to Dinner. 

The two Envoys from the Government of A'gier:, in 
South Barbary, who have been honouratly entertain’d 
here for near a Twelvemonth at his Majefty’s Expence, 
being maki:g Preparations to return home in about a 
Month, his Majefty’s Ship the He€tor, Capt. Ogilvie, is 
order’d to carry them and their Retinue t» Tetuzn. 

This Day a Hind is ordered to be turn’d out on 
Sundbury-Common, to be hunted by the King and the 
Royal Family. 

Manday his Grace the Duke of Richmord was at 
Kenfington for the firt Time fince the Misfortune of 
breaking his Leg, which is about five Months fince, 
and wae moft gracioufly received by their Majeitics and 
all the Royal F.mily. 

Col. Edward Montague, Governor and Captain of 
the Town of Kingfton upon Hull, and of all the Forts, 
Block-Houfes and Fortifications belonging to the fame 
&e. has refigned his Government of Fort St. Philip in 
the Ifland of Minorca. 

About a Fortnight ago one John Eyres was taken at 
Sittingbourn in Kent, fo: S:nuggliog to the Value of 
800 1. They kept kim in Cuflody tif a Party of Horfe 
was fent for from Canterbury, t> convey him to the 
fad Gaol. Mr- Cumberfoot, the Keeper theieof, kept 
him three Days, when he declared to the Sheriff he 
would not be anfwerable for, or toke Charge of any of 
that Gang, which obliged the Sheriff to fend him up 
to the Feet Priion yefterday fe’nnight, under a Guard 
of nine Dragcons and three of his own Officers. 

On Sunday laft Mr. Forfter, one of the Infpedtors of 
the Cuftoin-l.oufe, took five Soldiers and a Corporal from 
the Tower with him, and made a Se:zure of 1509 Ib. 
Weight of Tea, in two Houfes near Ilfoid in Effex, 
and brought ic to the Cultom-hcufe.
